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Project Zero kicks off 
in Crawford County

Family Independence Agency 
(FIA) director Douglas E. Howard, 
along with other state and local part- 
ners, announced Wednesday, June 
28, the kick off of a new Project 
Zero welfare reform initiative in 
Crawford County. 

The initiative provided by Project 
Zero assists clients in moving away 
from the need for public assistance 
and toward self-sufficiency. 

The purpose of the program is 
actually twofold. First, it is to iden- 
tify, through a survey, barriers to 
employment that are unique to 
recipients without earned income; 
and secondly, to utilize the data 
finding to assist state agencies and 
community organizations to develop 
programs and services in the six 
sites aimed at increasing the number 


of clients with earned income. 

“Project Zero has been the most 
effective welfare program in 
Michigan history, moving people 
from welfare checks to paychecks 
faster than any other program,” said 
Howard. Clients commonly have 
problems such as access to child 
care and transportation, low self- 
esteem and fear of losing health care 
coverage. 

With that in mind, FIA wanted to 
come up with a system that would 
help those people and defer the 
problem of extended welfare utiliza- 
tion from government agencies 
exclusively. 

The community itself, state agen- 
cies, local non-profit organizations, 
businesses and others now are work-

Weyerhaeuser Company 
Foundation has announced a pledge 
of $25,000 toward the construction 
of a new main library for Crawford 
County if the August 8 ballot issue 
is approved by local voters. The 
local announcement was made by 
David Malm, General Manager of 
the Weyerhaeuser Grayling 
Structur-wood Plant. 

“Foundation members believe 
library services are a vital part of the 
core of every community. They are 
pleased to support the Crawford 
County Library,” Malm said. “We, 
at Grayling, believe Weyerhaeuser’s 
success is linked to the health and 
well-being of the communities 
where the company does business. 
It’s good to know the foundation is 


committed to long-term relation- 
ships that make a difference here in 
Grayling.” 

The pledge is contingent on the 
passage of a $1.5 million bond issue 
which will be decided by county 
voters in the upcoming primary 
election. The bonds are to be 
financed over a 15-year period at 
0.45 mills per year. That relates to 
$22.50 per year to property owners 
for every $100,000 in property 
value. 

The new building will replace a 
building constructed in the 1960s 
through a similar bond proposal. At 
that time the 3,400 square-foot 
building served a population of 
5,000.

Turfing suspects’ day 
in court rescheduled

Three suspects, originally sched- 
uled to appear in 83rd District Court 
on July 3 for preliminary examina- 
tions in connection with destruction 
of the Grayling High School football 
field and grounds, will instead 
appear later this month. 

Former Grayling High School stu- 
dents James Bruce Babbitt, age 20, 
of Frederic, Jeremy Michael Tuck, 
age 20, of Grayling, and Casey Jo 
Helsel, age 18, of Beaver Creek 
were arrested last month and 
arraigned in 83rd District Court on 
June 21 before Judge John Hunter 
All three were released on reduced 
personal bonds. 

Each man is charged with a ten- 


year felony count of malicious 
destruction of property of $20,000 
or more for turf and landscape dam- 
age; a five-year felony of malicious 
destruction of property to a building 
of more than $1,000 but less than 
$20,000; and a 90-day misdemeanor 
for malicious destruction of property 
for allegedly crashing the gates at 
the football field. 

Two incidents of destruction at the 
high school were caught on video 
tape, leading the Crawford County 
Sheriff's Department to the three 
suspects. An incident on June 17 
produced the most damage. 

Tuck, Helsel and Babbitt are 
expected to appear in 83rd District 
Court for preliminary examinations 
on July 25. 
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grown beyond 14,000 and the cur- 
rent library building isn’t large 
enough to provide the programs and 
services of the community. 

If the bond issue is approved, the 
money will be spent to construct 
and equip a new 10,000 square-foot 
library building near the corner of 
Ionia and Plum streets. The total 
cost of the project is estimated to be 
nearly two and one-quarter million 
dollars. They library has already 
received grants, donations, and 
pledges, including the 
Weyerhaeuser Foundation pledge, 
totaling $550,000 and the library 


will spend $100,000 from its own 
funds. 

The Weyerhaeuser Foundation 
pledge is earmarked for construc- 
tion purposes only. Since the open- 
ing of the local Weyerhaeuser 
Structur-wood Plant, in 1980, the 
library has been the recipient of sev- 
eral smaller donations earmarked 
for services and technology. 

Although construction of the new 
building is dependent on the avail- 
ability of contractors and the coop- 
eration of winter weather, if all goes 
well a grand opening could be held 
as early as July 1, 2001.

Unemployment rate continues to drop 
Northern Michigan still lags behind in wages

The unemployment rate has 
dropped another percentage point 
over the month of May. The greatest 
increase of employment was in pri- 
vate services, second was retail 
trade followed by construction. 

Compared with a year ago. wage 
and salary employment has grown 
by two-and-one-half percentage 
points. The highest rate of unem- 
ployment in the Northen Lower 
Peninsula for May was 
Montmorency County at 8.4% while 
the lowest rate was in Leelanau 
County at 2.2%. 

According to the state’s occupa- 
tional employment forecast looking 
all the way to 2005, the greatest 
increases in career demands 
include:

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Peacekeeping mission leads Rotarian to Latvia

Randy Thompson, broker of Century 2! in 
Grayling, recently spent six days abroad with 29 
other selected civic leaders statewide. The group 
was picked to be part of a peacekeeping mission 
in Latvia in conjunction with the Michigan 
National Guard. Many chosen to go on the trip 
were CEOs of corporations, along with doctors 
and military personnel. 

The purpose of the trip was to provide support 
for the newly independent Latvian government. As 
of September 1991, the Soviet Union recognized 
Latvia as an independent government after almost 
a century of illegal rule. 

In February 1994. the zovernment of Latvia 
signed into NATO's Partnership for Peace 
Programme essentially guarantecing their {rec- 
dom. Around the same time, Latvia alsersigned a 
free trade agreement with the European Union. 
Since then, they have also become a Wiéinber of 
the United Nations, Council of Europe and other 
bodies. 

The United States found it to be in their best 
interest to provide support to the Latvians in their 
mission for democracy. military development and 
economic stability. US officials assigned a state to 
provide support and Michigan was selected. The 
Michigan National Guard has since put a jot of

effort into ensuring that stability and support. 
When deciding who to send on the trip as repre- 
sentatives of the US and potential investors in the 
country, the Michigan National Guard approached 
the Grayling Rotary Club for a nomination. 
Randy. a former host for a Latvian exchange stu- 
dent, was then chosen to go. All expenses. with the 
exception of air fare. were at his own expense. 
The group left on Tuesday, May 30, via an Air 
Force jet and returned on Saturday, June 3. During 
the trip, they spent two days in Brussels receiving 


briefing from NATO on the Latyjan military situa- 
tion and their quest to become part of NATO. One 
day was spent in Norway. where the group attend- 
ed a joint NATO military operation. In honor of 
the meeting, cooperative banners were displaved 
and all 16 partners of NATO sent pan of their mil- 
itary to represent their country. 

The entire Michigan Civil Leader Group was 
there as VIPs for opening ceremonies. There they 
met the President of Latvia. the Adjutant General 
of Michigan and the GS Ambassador. “We were 
there to promote goodwill between the Latvians 
and the United States.” Randy said. 

Another stop was made at the Children’s 
Rehabilitation Center. Thompson said the handi- 
capped are at a huge disadvantage in Latvia. 
Busses and many businesses don’t accommodate 
the needs of disabled persons. therefore it is 
almost impossibie for them to go anywhere. 

Kelly Dean, a Michigan Civic Leader represen- 
tative and owner of Dean Transportation in 
Lansing, donated a bus fully equipped with handi. 
cap provisions to the organization and Thompson 
pledged money from the Grayling Rotary Club. 

“This was just a stunning trip to go on. said 
Thompson. “I was quite honored to go.” He also 
stated this trip to be a huge advantage for citizens 
in Grayling. According to Thompson. this trip may 
take place again, it all depends on politics.

Dealing with tragic loss: What you can do

Community members who are 
grieving in the aftermath of the 
recent automobile tragedy which 
took the lives of three area teens 
may find themselves experiencing 
many confusing feelings. An under- 
standing of the mourning process 
can be very important in healing and 
moving forward. 

According to the National 
Institute of Mental Health, research 
has shown that both adults and chil- 
dren who experience catastrophic 
events show a wide range of reac- 
tions. Some people become irritable 
or depressed, others lose sleep or 
have nightmares. 

Craig Derror, MA, LLP, LPC, 
Supervisor of Children's Support 
Services at North Central 
Community Mental Health (CMH). 
notes that, "Grief and loss can be so 
painful that people sometimes try to 
deny or push the feelings out of 
their mind. While it may feel better 
to ‘tough it out’ and pretend that 
nothing happened, in the long run it 
is better to face your feelings and 
acknowledge the pain and uncer- 
tainty. By allowing yourself to 
grieve you can eventually replace 
helpless rage with some type of pos- 
itive action for the future." 

According to Derror, even if you 
were not directly affected by a dis- 
aster or violent event, “it is normal 
to picture the event in your mind, 
feel anxious about your own safety, 
or wonder how you would react in 
an emergency." 

"I's all right to cry, and question 
why the tragedy happened. It's nor- 
mal to feel isolated, helpless, guilty. 
Talking with a close triend, parent, 


teacher, counselor or church leader 
can be very helpful. The important 
thing is that you have someone you 
trust to confide in about your 
thoughts and feelings,” says Derror. 
"The most helpful thing that the lis- 
tener can do, is just be there for the 
person who is grieving. It may not 
feel like you are helping a great 
deal, but you are. Unfortunately, 
there is no way to fast forward 
through the gricf process, Time and 
support are the two most important 
ingredients in healing.” 

Experts generally agree that no 
two people will react alike and the 
same person will not react in the 
same way to every loss. Acute post- 
loss grief phases do not follow each 
other in any prescribed order. The 
stages can be viewed as a cycle 
including feelings and behaviors: 

¢ Shock and Numbness (high 
level during first 2 weeks) -- 
Feelings may include dishelief, 
denial. anger. guilt. Behaviors may 
include crying, searching. sighing, 
loss of appetite, sleep disturbance, 
muscle weakness. difficulty concen- 
trating, inability to make decisions. 
emotional outburst(s), impeded 
functioning.

ing together to meet the needs of 
the economically disadvantaged. 

Project Zero was established in 
1996. Since then, it has expanded 
four times in the state of Michigan. 
“Project Zero is what welfare 
reform is ali about--communities 
coming together to define the 
resources needed to help local peo- 
ple succeed and remove barriers to 
employment, “ said Howard. 

Project Zero measures the success 
of target cases, those open 60 days 
or more where the client is expected 
to work and have earnings. When a 
site reaches a point where all target 
clients have earned income, it is said 
to reach “zero.’ 

In March 2000, 7.8% of Crawford 
County residents used some form of

level from 2 weeks to 4 months) -- 
Feelings may include despair. apa- 
thy. depression, anger, guilt, hope- 
lessness, self-doubt, very sensitive 
to stimuli. Behaviors may include 
restlessness, impatience. poor mem- 
ory and lack of concentration. social 
isolation, crying, anger, loss of 
energy, testing what is real. 

¢ Disorientation (peaks at 4-7 
months) -- Feelings may include 
depression. guilt, disorganization, 
feeling that grieving is a disease. 
Behaviors may include low compli- 
ance with orders of physician, resis- 
tance to reaching out or sharing 
with others, urge to try to live as if 
nothing has happened, restlessness, 
irritability. 

¢ Reorganization (takes 18-24 
months to stabilize after major 
change) -- Feelings may include 
sense of release, no longer obsessed 
by loss, renewed hope and opti- 
mism. Behaviors may include 
renewed energy. stable sleeping and 
eating habits. relicf from physical 
symptoms, better judgment making, 
increased interest in goals for the 
future.

My daughter of 15 
came home visibly shaken and 
teary-eyed after attending the view- 
ings of three of our community's 
young people who were killed in a 
recent tragic car accident. [It could 
have been any one of our children. 
There but for fate or fortune, you 
and I and our children walk on. 

It is for us, the living, to lend 
some positive testament to the sac- 
tifice and sorrow these families and 
loved ones are enduring and are liv- 
ing through. 

My wife’s cousin is Nick Kettler, 
and he is the only surviving crash 
victim. He calls my wife Aunt 
Brenda and he is having a very 
rough time. He still sees the acci- 
dent whenever he pauses and 
reflects about the events of the past 
week or two. 

“When somebody dies, a 
cloud turns into an angel, and 
flies up to tell God to put 
another flower on a pillow. A 
bird gives a message back to 
the world, and sings a silent 
prayer that makes the rain cry. 
People disappear, but they 
never really go away. The spir- 
its up there put the sun to bed, 
wake up the grass, and spin the 
earth in dizzy — circles. 
Sometimes you can see them 
dancing in a cloud during the 
day-time, when they‘re sup- 
posed to be sleeping. They 
paint the rainbows and also the 
sunsets and make waves splash 
and tug at the tide. They toss 
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shooting stars and listen to 
wishes. And when they sing 
wind-songs, they whisper to us, 
don’t miss me too much. The

Eleven were merchants, nine 
were farmers and large plantation 
owners; men of means, and well edu- 
cated. They all signed the Declaration

Francis Lewis had his home and 
Ptopertics destroyed. The enemy 
jailed his wife and she died within a 
few months. John Hart was driven 
from his wife's bedside as she was 
dying.

My America is gone! | grew up as a 
country boy on a farm in southern 
Indiana. Our doors remained unlocked, 
and in the summer were usually open 
even as we slept. On Saturdays, neigh- 
hors would stop by on their way to town 
or coming home and visit cach other.

After a storm. if the phones were “dead™ 
acighbors would gather together to run 
the lines and repair them. When livestock 
strayed, the neighbors would help each 
other sorting out the herd and getting 
them back home, When children misbe- 
haved outside the home. concerned 
neighbors would sit them down and 
teach them some compassionate lessons 
in civility. My neighbors were not 
angels, but they believed and practiced 
Christ's commandment in Matt 7:12: 
“Therefore all things whatsoever ye 
would that men should do to you, do ye 
even so to them: for this is the law and 
the prophets.” 

Our country church down the road was 


unlocked and open for anyone who 
wished to stop in and pray. play the 
piano, or just visit. P still remember the 
old clock on the wall and the pothetlied 
stove. On Sundays the children’ were 
expected to have the “Golden Text” 
memorized ahead of time. My first Bible 
was a gift from the church for memoriz- 
ing all the “Golden Texts” for a year. 1 
also remember church discipline as the 
pastor pointed his finger at me as a small 
boy one Sunday and said, “That young 
man will be in prison before he is 21." By 
God's grace and merey, the pastors pre- 
diction did not come true. 

Our public school teachers were 
required to live by the same high moral 
standards as the rest of the community. 
The principal understood that part of his 


job was to teach the adult Sunday school 


class in church. He was also our baseball 
and basketball coach. [ remember one 
day when a senior bully in our school 
challenged him on the baseball field. He 
“manhandled” him to the ground in front 
of us afl. We just didnt have many disci- 
pline problems. We began each day 
pledging allegiance to the flag. We were 
taught to be patriotic and believe 
America was the greatest nation on earth. 
We even sang Christian hymns and cele- 
brated the birth of Christ. | remember 
one teacher teaching us about Abraham 
Lincoln, and pointing southeast out the 
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window as he said. “Abraham Lincoln 
grew up over there, just across the field.” 
In reality. it was several miles from there, 
but he made Abraham Lincoln a real 
American hero to us. 

Today. God, the Bible. Prayer, and all 
remnants of “My America” have been 
systematically removed trom public life. 
More and more new government Jaws are 
replacing God. only to attempt by force 
to do what Gods love did freely when | 
was a boy. My God has not changed, my 
Bible has not changed, but my country 
has changed. The America I learned to 
love and respect as a child is gone. Only 
a renewed faith in God can restore her to 
the greatness of her past. I wonder, who 
really cares?

SESAMOIDITIS 


The sesamoids are two small bones on the 
bottom of the foot, at the base of the big toe. 
When one or both of these bones become 
inflamed or ruptured, usually due to stress- 
ful exercise, the condition is called 
sesamoiditis. The person feels localized 
pain in the ball of the foot, and the area is 
tender to the touch when pressured. 
Because they consistently push off the 
ground forcefully with the balls of their feet, 
runners and pitchers are particularly sus- 
ceptible to sesamoiditis. Doctors often X-ray 
the area to diagnose  sesamoiditis. 
Treatment typically involves wearing pads 
or orthosis to absorb shock, taking anti- 
inflammatory medication and resting the 
area. In rare cases, cortisone injections or 
sufgery are recommended.

INFRACTIONS, AND AUTHORIZING CIVIL ACTIONS TO ABATE VIO- 
LATIONS. ane 


THE TOWNSHIP OF LOVELLS ORDAINS: 
Section 1. Amendment of Chapter XVI, Section 16.4. 


Section 16.4 of Chapter XVI of the Lovells Township Zoning Ordinance 
is hereby repealed and replaced with the following section which shall 
read in its entirety as follows: 


Section 16.4 - PENALTIES FOR VIOLATIONS. 


(a) Any person, partnersiiip, limited liability company, corporation, asso- 
ciation, or other legal entity who creates or maintains a nuisance per se 
as defined in this section or who violates or fails to compiy with any pro- 
vision of this Ordinance or any permit issued pursuant to this Ordinance 
shall be responsible for a municipal civil infraction. Every day that such 
violation continues shall constitute a separate and distinct offense under 
the provisions of this Ordinance. Nothing in this section shall exempt the 
offender from compliance with the provisions of this Ordinance. 


(b) Any land, dwellings, buildings, or structures, including tents and trail- 
er coaches, used, erected, altered, razed or converted in violation of this 
Ordinance or in violation of any regulations, conditions, permits or other 
rights granted, adopted or issued pursuant to this Ordinance are hereby 
declared to be a nuisance per se. 


(c) The Township Zoning Administrator is hereby designated as the 
authorized township official to issue municipal civil infraction notices and 
citations. Additional parties authorized to issue municipal civil infraction 
notices and citations may be designated by the Township Board from 
time to time. 


(d) in addition to enforcing this Ordinance as a municipal civil infraction, 
the Township may initiate proceedings in the Circuit Court to abate or 
eliminate the nuisance per se or any other violation of this Ordinance. 


Section 2. Severability. 


If any section, clause, or provision of this Ordinance be declared uncon- 
stitutional or otherwise invalid by a court of competent jurisdiction, said 
declaration shall not affect the remainder of the Ordinance. The 
Township Board hereby declares that they would have passed this 
Ordinance and each part, section, subsection, phrase, sentence and 
clause irrespective of the fact that any one or more parts, sections, sub- 
sections, phrases, sentences or clauses be declared invalid. 


Section 3. Repeater and Conflicts. 


Ordinance No. 3-14-00 of 2000 is hereby repealed. if any provision of 
the Lovells Township Zoning Ordinance conflicts with this Zoning 
Amendment Ordinance, then the provisions of this Zoning Amendment 
Ordinance shall control. 


Section 4. Effective Date. 


This Ordinance shall become effective thirty (30) days after being pub- 
lished in a newspaper of general circulation within the Township.

Section 1 - Definitions 
As used in this Ordinance the following terms shall have the meanings prescribed in this section. 


A. “Building materials”includes but is not limited to lurnber, bricks, concrete or cinder blocks, plumbing or heat- 
ing materials, electrical wiring or equipment, shingles, mortar, concrete or cement, nails, screws, or any other 
materials used in construction of any structure. 


B. “Garbage” means rejected food wastes, including waste accumulation of animal, fruit or vegetable matter 
used or intended for food or that relate to the preparation, use, cooking, dealing in, or storing of meat, fish, fowl, 
fruit or vegetables. “Garbage” does not include one (1 ) compost pile consisting of decaying organic substances 
intended for fertilizing land; provided, however, that the compost pile is no larger than five feet (5’) square and 
is located on the property so that it cannot be seen from any public highway or seen from any adjoining land 
owned by another person 


C. “Junk” - By way of example and not limitation the term shall include used or salvaged metals and their com- 
pounds o7 combination, used or salvaged rope, rubber, tires or car parts. 


D. “Liquid industrial wastes” means any liquid brine, by-product, industrial wastewater, leachate, off-specifica- 
tion commercial product, sludge, grease-trap clean-out residue, used oil, or other liquid waste produced by, inci- 


s dent to or resulting from industrial or commercial activity except any liquid brine normally used or stored in 


regard to oil or gas extraction on a site permitted by the Michigan Supervisor of Wells. 


E. “Rubbish” means nonputrescible solid wastes including ashes, paper, cardboard, metal containers, glass, 
bedding, crockery, bags, rags, and demolished materiais. 


F. “Person” means an individual, firm, corporation, association, partnership, or limited liability company. 


G. “Sealed container’ means a covered, closable container which is rodent-proof, fly-proof and watertight such 
as garbage cans with properly fitting tops or plastic garbage bags which have been closed or twisted shut. 


H. “Totally closed structure” means a building capable of being sealed on all sides such as a house, garage or 


j storage shed with a roof, floor and walls or closable doors around its perimeter. 


Section 2 - Nuisances 
The following are hereby declared to be nuisances: 


A. The keeping or storage of building materials outside on private property six (6) months after an occupancy 
permit is issued by the Crawford County Building Department. This subsection, hcwever, shall not apply to build- 
ing materials kept or stored outside on private property if the building material is kept or stored in an orderly 
fashion. As used in this subsection, the phrase “building material kept or stored in an orderly fashion” shall mean 
that all building material of the same type, including but not limited to lumber (both stick and sheet wood), 


§ cement blocks, bricks, roofing material, and siding shall be kept or stored together and not kept or stored inter- 


mingled with building material of a different type and shall be stacked in an organized fashion customary for that 
type of building material. By way of example and not limitation, stick lumber shall be piled with all sticks sub- 
stantially parallel to one another, sheet wood shall be piled one on top of another with the area of one sheet cov- 
ering as much as possible the area of the sheet beneath it, cement blocks and bricks shall be stacked in the 
shape of a cube in such a manner that they will not fall off the stack, and siding shall be piled with éach piece 
substantially paralle! to one another. 


8. The keeping or storage of ashes, junk, garbage or rubbish outside of a totally enclosed structure on private 
property except in a sealed container designed for the purpose of holding such ashes, junk, garbage, or rub. 
bish. 


C. The placing of ashes, junk, garbage or rubbish on private property without the owner’s permission or on pub- 
lic property. This provision applies regardless of whether the ashes, junk, garbage or rubbish is in a sealed con- 
tainer. 


D. The keeping or storage of junk, garbage or rubbish on private property, including inside a building, in such a 
manner that the items, regardless of the method of containment, have become a breeding ground, food source 
or habitation of insects, rodents or vermin. 


E. Intentional depositing of liquid petroleum crude oil, liquid petroleum crude oil by products and derivatives or 
liquid industrial wastes on the ground. 


F. The existence of any structure or damaged partial structure which because of fire, wind or other natural dis- 
aster or physical deterioration is no longer habitable as a dwelling, nor currently useful for any other purposes 
for which it may have been intended. 


G. The existence of any vacant building, garage, house or outbuilding unless such structure is kept secure from 
entry by the public. 


H. The distributing, placing, posting, or affixing of posters, notices, or handbills on private property without con- 
sent of the owner or occupant except as authorized or required by law. 


Section 3 - Prohibition ; 

No person shall commit, create, or maintain any nuisance. No person shali knowingly permit the existence of a 
nuisance on the property owned or possessed by such person. Each day a nuisance shall exist shall be con- 
strued as a separate violation. 


Section 4 - Industrial Usage 

The storage or keeping of salvageable metal or wood shall not be prohibited on property on which is located a 
factory engagec in manufacturing, assembling or machining as long as the salvageable metal or wood is for 
resale or reuse by the occupant of the property. 


Section 5 - Penalty/Civil Infraction 

Any person who shail violate any provision of this Ordinance shall be responsible for a municipal civil infraction 
as defined in Public Act 12 of 1994, amending Public Act 236 of 1961, being Sections 600.101-600.9939 of 
Michigan Compiled Laws, and shall be subject to a fine of not more than Five Hundred and 00/100 ($500.00) 
Dollars. Each day this Ordinance is violated shall be considered as a separate violation. Any action taken under 
this Section shall not prevent civil proceedings for abatement or termination of the prohibited aciivity. 


Section 6 - Enforcement 
The Township Zoning Administrator and Township Supervisor are hereby designated as the authorized township 
offciais to issue municipal civil infraction citations directing alleged violators of this Ordinance to appear in court. 


Section 7 - Abatement by ‘iownship 

If the owner or possessor of any property on which a nuisance exists fails to eliminate a nuisance after having 
received Notice from the Township of the existence of the nuisance, the Township Enforcement Oificer, after 
receiving authorization by the Township Board, may take such steps as are necessary to abate or eliminate the 
nuisance. The Notice shail describe the location of the property, describe the nature of the nuisance and give 


ten (10) days in which the owner or possessor may eliminate the nuisance without intervention by the Township. § 


The written Notice may be served personally or may be sent by first-class mail to the last known address of the 
owner or occupier of the premises. The time period shall commence on the date of the personal service or in 
the case of mailing service shall be deemed to have taken place on the date of mailing. 


The cost of elimination of the nuisance by the Township, including reasonable attorney fees, may be collected 
in a lawsuit against the owner and/or possessor of the property on which the nuisance existed and/or against 
the person who committed, created, or maintained the nuisance. 


Section 8 - Repealer 
Ordinance No. 11-10-87 of Lovelis Township and subsequent amendments thereto as well as all ordinances or 
parts of ordinances in conflict herewith are hereby repealed. 


Section 9 - Validity 

If any section, provision or clause of this Ordinance or the application thereof to any person or circumstance is 
held invalid, such invalidity shall not effect any remaining portions or application of this Ordinance which can be 
given effect without the invalid portion or application. 


Section 10 - Separate Court Action 

Nothing in this Ordinance shall prohibit the Township or any interested party from seeking such other relief as 
may be permitted in law or in equity regarding the existence of a nuisance. A violation of this Ordinance is 
deemed to be a nuisance per se. 


Section 11 - Effective Date 
This Ordinance shali become effective thirty (30) days after its first publication.

Ordinance No. 6-13-00 A of 2000 


AN ORDINANCE TO PROHIBIT THE OPEN STORAGE OF CERTAIN VEHICLES, TO PROVIDE EXCEP- 
TIONS, TO DECLARE OPEN STORAGE OF CERTAIN VEHICLES A NUISANCE AND TO PROVIDE 
ENFORCEMENT THROUGH MUNICIPAL CIVIL INFRACTIONS. 


THE TOWNSHIP OF LOVELLS ORDAINS: 


Section 1- Definitions 


A. “Motor vehicles” are hereby defined as any wheeled vehicle which is designed to be self-propelled. 


B. “Inoperable motor vehicles” are defined as motor vehicles, which by reason of dismantling, disrepair, lack of 
licensing or other cause are either incapable of being propelled under their own power or are prevented by law 


from being so propelled. 


C. “Dismantled and partially dismantled motor vehicles” are defined as motor vehicles from which sume part or 
parts ordinarily a component of such motor vehicle has been removed or is missing. 


D. A “junk dealer” is a person, firm or corporation authorized to conduct business under the laws in the state of 
Michigan and pursuant to the Lovells Township Zoning Ordinance.
